“Dear HAM operators, in the face of the latest threats in our region and a possibility of an incoming wave 
of refugees, with over 2 min already living in Poland, we would like to remind you that we are at your 
disposal If you are a licensed amateur radio operator, you can send information by e-mail to your relatives 
in Poland or Emergency Services with via the Winlink system, which works on HF bands, independently 
of access to the local ICT infrastructure tips /winiink org WinlinkExpress 


We advise you to download the software, install it and check its operation. Polish WinLink nodes are ORV 
on 160,80.20m
